To obtain white paper it is neces- 
sary to use quantities of coloring in order to neutralize this natur- 
al tint. To obtain the colored papers, such as are used in station- 
ery, it is necessary to use a variety of colors. Coloring materials 
are made from a basis of intermediates, which are necessary for 
the manufacture of munitions and war chemicals.
